On January 1, 1S97. with the amount al- 
ready matured, more than $13.000.000 of-the 
principal of the subsidy bands issued by 
the "United States, in aid .of the construe' 
tion of the Union Pacific railway, includ- 
ing Its Kansas line, and more -than $6,000. 
000 of like bonds, issued in aid -of the Cen- 
tral Pacific rallrontl, including those is- 
sued to the "Western Partne railroad com- 
pany, will have fallen <3u« and must on 
that day be paid by the Kovernmejit. 
This will create such a default on <th« 


our financial methods. 
They have 
frequently pressed upon tbe attention of 
congress -in previous executix'e communi- 
cations and the inevitable danger of tJit-ir 
continued toleration pointed out. "Without 
now repeating these details, I cannot re.- 
f rain Jrom again earnestly presenting the 
necessity of the prompt reform of a sys- 
tem opposed to every rule of sound finaiu-e 
and shown by experience to be fraught 
with the greatest peril and perplexity. The 
terrible civil war, which shook the foun- 
dations of our government more ttutn 
thirty years ago. brought in its train the 
destruction of prbperty.the wasting- of our 
country's substance and the estrangement 
of brethren. Tuese are now past and Coi- 
gotten. Even the distressing loss of life 
the conflict entailed is but a. sacred mem- 
ory. which fosters patriotic sentiment and 
keeps alive a tender regard for those who 
nobly died. And yet there remains will! 
«s today. In full strtngih and activity. 
as an incident of that tremendous strug- 
gle. a feature of Its financial necessities. 
not only unsuited to our present circum- 
staaiccs. 
sstlr a clisturbinjr men- 
ace to business security ami an ever-pn-s 
ent ugent of monetary'distress. 


Thf Cold Standard. 


Because we may be enjoyini: a tempor- 
ary relief from Its duprci<3in£ Influence, 
this should not lull us into a false se- 
curity, nor ,lcafi us to forega the sudden- 
ness of past visitations. 1 am more con- 
vinced than ever that we can have no ns- 
sured financial peace and safety until the 
government currency obligations, upon 
which gold may be ctemnnded from the 
treasury, are withdrawn from circulation 
and cancelled. This might be done, as 
has been heretofore recotamended, bj 
their exchange for lone-term bonds, bear- 
ing a low rate of interest, or by their re- 
demption with 
-*h« proceeds of such 
bonds. 


Ts^np of Bonds. 


Even if only the United States noies, 
known as greenbacks,were thus retired.h 
is probable that the treasury notes, issued 
in payment of silver purchases under the 
act of July 14. 1S90. now paid in gold when 
demanded, would not create such disturb- 
ance as they might, from time to time, 
when received in the treasury by redemp- 


ment as wilT give It the right to at once 
Institute proceedings to foreclose Us mort- 
gage lien. In addition to this indebted- 
ness, which will b« due January 3, 1837. 
there will mature between that date and 
January 1. ISOS, the remaining principal 
of such subsidy bonds, which must also 
be met. by th<? govprnmi-nt. These amount 
to morn than J20.

NOVEL PATENTS.

They havo rljown their icter- 
est iu a practical -way by patenting in- 
ventions for the protection of the oco 
and the assistance of tha other of these 
benighted individuals. 


Of the two inventions the "jag" do- 


vice is the simpler, and probabiy will 
prove the more popular. It consists of 
a small searchlight, by means oi which 
a worthy but inebriated citizen may lo- 
cate the keyhcls ill his front door. Tbe 
light is a small incandescent globe, as 
big as the end of a man's thumb. It is 
sunk in the jamb of the door, behind a 
small but powerful lens, whose rays are 
focused on the sometimes elusive key- 
hole. The lamp is operated by a small 
push button in the lintel of the door- 
way, so located that the wayfaring mau, 
though exhilarated, ruaynos fail to find 
it One push lights up the keyhole, and 
the latchkey does the rest 


The devise for handicapping the gas 


blowing imbecile is delicate in its con- 
ception and no lesa certain in operation. 
It consists of a metal disk, saspCEded 
from the arm of tha gas bracket, just 
behind the frame. The disk is delicate- 
ly poised just in front of a metal peg.

grounds formerly owned by tha 5ato Dr. 
Payne. 


On Nov. IS,. 12 exposures were made 


at Bayonne between 11 p. m. and mid- 
night, and on Nov. 15, feotween 8 p. 
m. and 1 a. in., 3 2 exposures were taken 
in New York, including views of Mad- 
ison square, the New York postoffiee 
and Herald square. 


The photographs in- New York show 


whole blocks and streets. Some of the 
Bayoune photographs are so clear that 
the carbon iu an electric light globe is 
discernible, and the houses are as clear 
as if taken by diiylight. Mr. Eddy is 
preparing to take midair kite photo 
graphs of electric lighted cities.

An electric reaper 
has been operated on western wheat- 
fields. Corn shellers also have beea 
operated and propelled, by the electric 
current.

frames, electric irrigators, stock food 
boilers, sheep shearers, etc. There is a 
plan under way in one large abattoir to 
electrocute steers instead of killing them 
in the old fashioned way.

On the terms of the McKinley-For 


aker-Bushnell agreement nangs th 
fate of the Lima postctBce, acd th 
politiilans of the city would give 
great deal to know whether this ?

Candidates for this official plum 


are thicker than Sies in summer, bu 
the hopes of the majority of them 
are based on the belief that Pres 
dent-elect McKinley will settle the 
matter without any help from Sena- 
tor Foraker. That there was an 
agreement between these two men, 
however, by which Foraker was to 
control a certain number of appoint-

sans, and it is recognized that D aere 
will be a whole piddock of dark 
horses to reckon wita if it turcs out 
tnav Jim Half hill is to be tae dicta- 
tor. 


One man who has not been back- 


ward is Sam Fletcher. He is a Fora- 
ker man straight-, and has been a 
prominent figure in the last cam- 
paign. The word "orominent" is ad- 
visedly used, as Sam has served as 
drum major in every procession and 
parade in which the Republican 
forces took part this fall. If actions 
speak louder than words, Sam's baton 
has earned him a consul generalship 
at least. 


Moreover, Sam can unite a majority 


of the county executive committee 
in his behalf, which is a large factor 
of success. He will also be backed 
by the Standard Oil company, in 
whose employ he now is. 


Possibly the Standard does cot in-
